As 
paradoxical as it sounds, a pres- 
ent imperative Greek verb does 
not indicate present time; it in- 
dicates a command with a view 
toward repetition. “. . The 
present imperative refers to it 
(action) as continuing or being 
repeated.” (New Testament 
Greek for Beginners, Machen, J. 
Gresham, p. 180). I hope my 
calling attention to this does 
not seem offensive, it is sent 
only in kindness.

situation when Sunday morning finds the good 

pastor with no definite answer to this impera- 
tive question. The minister knows full well of the con- 
gregation to face, the souls to be encouraged, and the 
grave responsibility to be discharged. No earnest pastor 
could possibly be in this position without being greatly 
concerned. When a man is called of God to the ministry, 
his chief responsibility is to preach the Word; all other 
duties should be regarded as incidental. Spurgeon said 
of ministers, “It is our duty and our privilege to exhaust 
our lives for Jesus.” 

Week after week, many thousands of ministers stand 
behind pulpits to become human instruments for the 
transmission of sacred truth from God to man. The 
Christian pulpit is a nationally recognized holy place for 
the dissemination of the eternal Word of God. It is an 
infraction against God if the pulpit is robbed of this 
holy purpose. Martin Luther said, “I am an old man, 
and I know the art of public speaking, yet I tremble as I 
go to the pulpit.” 

It is true that the particular theme for the message 
may come to the minister, and usually does, only after 
much prayer and studious application; however, for the

basic and most essential material it will be very good to . 


consider the approach of Philip in his message to the 
eunuch he met, by divine arrangements, in the desert, 
Acts 8:35. “Then Philip opened his mouth, and began at 
the same scripture, and preached unto him Jesus.” 

Philip chose the positive approach in presenting Christ. 
He had no personal pet theory to air; he wanted only to 
praise Jesus. Then because he praised Jesus he wanted 
this eunuch to likewise be affected by the living Christ. 

Preaching Christ is an inexhaustible subject. Preach- 
ing Christ is the very kernel of the glorious gospel. 
There is no eternal good news if Christ is excluded. 
What shall I preach? Preach Christ the Promised One; 
preach Christ the Lamb of God; preach Christ the Cru- 
cified One; preach Christ the Victorious One. Yes, thank 
God, preach Christ to all men everywhere. 

The eunuch was reading of the Promised One. He was 
reading in the book of Isaiah without comprehension 
of the marvelous truth it contained. But Philip, a man 
who had been baptized with the mighty power of the 
Holy Ghost, with a burning compulsion to tell someone 
about Jesus, took charge of the conversation and 
preached Jesus to a eunuch who was hungry for a good 
spiritual meal. This scene shows an inquisitive man 
meeting an inspired talkative man who told him about 
the Son of Man. 

In Isaiah 7:14 we read, “Therefore the Lord himself 
shall give you a sign; Behold, a virgin shall conceive, 
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and bear a son, and shall call his name Immanuel.” The 
most precious promise ever made to fallen man was that 
of the coming of Jesus Christ. The Sinless One was prom- 
ised for the sinful many. The greatest expression of the 
love of God can be seen in the visitation of the Promised 
One from heaven. : 

Furthermore, preach Christ, the Lamb of God. Preach 
Him in His purity. Preach Him in His vicarious death on 
the cross. John the Baptist saw Christ in the proper 
perspective and uttered, “Behold the lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world.” I see in Christ suf- 
ficient power to deal with all the sin problems. Please 
notice carefully what John the Baptist, by inspiration, 
said, “Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” This simply means that a person can 
be delivered from the power of sin, or the person will be 
taken away in his sins. A person will go to heaven with- 
out his sins, or he will go to hell with them. The word 
has been spoken, the plan is now in operation; some day 
in the future, Christ will make an end of sin. Some day 
in the future, this globe shall revolve in its orbit as a 
redeemed universe. Oh, blessed day! 


PREACHING CHRIST, THE Crucified One, 
is most repulsive to some. They rebel at the bleeding 
Lamb and brand our belief as a slaughterhouse religion. 
It was Christ’s dying an ignominious death that re- 
deemed fallen humanity and a cursed universe. It was 
the Lamb of God who engaged in a bloody struggle with 
Satan, the lion, to wrench from his deceptive hands the 
souls of men. It would have served the cause of. Satan if 
Christ had never died; but when Satan instigated men 
to nail Christ on the tree, and spill His blood, he sealed 
his own doom. When Christ bowed His precious head on 
the cross and uttered with much pain “it is finished,” 
He unleashed dynamic redemptive power on earth. Ever 
since that day, saints have been rejoicing, and demons 
have been made to tremble. The most encouraging hope 
for a new world can be seen in the power of the crucified 
Christ.

In those few hours, He forced Satan to sur- 
render the keys of hell and of death and got up from 
the dusty grave to die no more. An angel proclaimed, 
“He is not here: for he is risen, as he said. Come, see 
the place where the Lord lay.” If Satan could have kept 
Christ in the grave the disciples would have died of brok- 
en hearts, and we still would be in our sins.

ministry, members, and friends of the Church 

of God in the State of Illinois, I give this re- 
port concerning the progress that has been made in the 
past eighteen months. When I came to the state in Sep- 
tember, 1954, there were two churches under construction 
which have been completed. 


We have purchased a church and a parsonage in 
Chicago, Narragansett Avenue, at a cost of $56,300; the 
Chicago, Summit Church for $25,000; the church in Kan- 
kakee for $8,000; Sunday School addition in Norris City 
was built at a cost of $15,000; parsonage in Carmi was 
built at a cost of $11,000; the church at Robinson was 
built at a cost of $22,000; Danville parsonage addition, 
at a cost of $2,000; not a church, but a place to hold 
services in Xenia was purchased at $1,000; the Harris- 
burg Church and parsonage was built, which is valued 
at $40,000; the Sunday School addition was added to the 
Granite City-Church at a cost of $3,000. Including the two 
churches which were being constructed when I came, we 
have bought or built eight churches, four parsonages, 
and two Sunday School additions, at a total cost of ap- 
proximately $200,000. 

There has been a gain of $5,351.80 in the finance com- 
ing into the State Office, which includes tithes, orphan- 
age and mission money. The spiritual progress of the 
church has not been what I would like to see, but we are,

“Show - me State”

1956, the Church of God in Missouri has in- 

joyed a ver substantial increase, for which we 
are thankful. The God-anointed ministers and faithful 
lay members have labored together with me, and God 
has showered both His spiritual and material blessings 
upon our work. 

During this period there have been 1,583 saved, 460 
sanctified, 356 baptized with the Holy Ghost, 252 bap- 
tized in water, and 438 united with the Church. The 
figures reveal that God has greatly blessed, but they tell 
only a part of the story. The spirit of evangelism has 
permeated the hearts and souls of God’s people until 
many have become personal soul-winners for Him. The 
fellowship and unity, which has always been good, has 
grown to new heights in Christ. 

It is generally the case that when people are being 
blessed of God they have a desire to expand their wor- 
ship facilities and increase their capacity to do effective 
work for Christ. Five new churches with a value of 
$39,500 have been either constructed or purchased, and 
one new parsonage with a value of $7,000 has been pur- 
chased. Additional improvements valued at $18,450 have 
been made to the Church property. At the present time, 
two churches and one parsonage with a total value of 
$16,500 are under construction. With all of this material 
gain, the people have still exhibited a great longing to 
have the true power of God in their churches. 

Some of the most heartening gains have been made 
in the Sunday School and youth departments, headed by 
Christopher Moree, one of our Lee College graduates. 
Substantial increases have been made in Sunday School 
and Y.P.E. attendance with many young people finding 
Christ as a result. Two of. the projects contributing to 
the increase are the origination of district Sunday School 
and youth conventions and Missouri’s first youth camp 
held in August, 1955, with 105 campers present. During 
the youth camp 34 youth were saved, many sanctified 
and filled with the Holy Ghost, 34 baptized in water, 
and 16 added to the Church. Not only did the youth 
camp produce immediate spiritual results, but the last- 
ing fellowship and enthusiasm created among the youth 
kad a great effect upon the churches when the campers 
returned home. Another important factor in the in-

Beautiful Ohio

rolling hills, beautiful rivers and lakes, is trans- 

versed by a fine network of highways connect- 
ing its great cities, towns, villages, and countrysides. 
The 241-mile turnpike belts Ohio from Pennsylvania to 
Indiana. Ohio, with its 8 million people, ranks thirty- 
fourth in size but fifth in population. Yes, but there are 
millions yet unreached by God and His Church. 

Ohio is a great agricultural, manufacturing and dis- 
tribution center and is served by all the important east- 
west railroads of the northern United States, airlines 
and Great Lakes vessels. Its great cities are world leaders 
in production of machine tools, soap, electro-types and 
rubber products, and it has the largest coal-shipping port 
in the world. Ohio claims the title “Mother of Presi- 
dents,” having sent eight of her sons to the highest of- 
fice in the land. 

In the beginning, Ohio’s first settlement was made by 
Moravian missionaries led by a band of Christian In- 
dians in 1772. In September of that year, the first church 
building was completed, and, in December, the first school 
building was constructed. The first state capital of Ohio 
was at Chillicothe as was the first Church of God (or- 
ganized in 1916 by the never-to-be-forgotten Efford 
Haynes). At the General Assembly, 1917, Brother Haynes 
with his thirteen representatives reported that Ohio had 
six churches with 103 members. The Church of God has 
had eleven overseers in Ohio. Six of these have slipped 
away home. Four of the five remaining now live in Ohio 
(except missionary J. L. Goins, now in Bermuda). Ohio 
is still mission-minded, having given within three years 
$76,875 to foreign missions. Our goal this year is to sur- 
pass all previous achievements. The tithes to the local 
churches averaged $19,000 in 1952 each month but now 
exceeds $33,000 monthly. 

The Church of God in Ohio has made great progress 
during the past three and one-half years and the credit 
rightfully goes to the loyal and hard-working ministers 
and their faithful laity, and, especially, to our God who 
doeth all things well. 

On an average a month, 180 reporting Ohio ministers 
visit 4,300 homes, preach 1,517 sermons, conduct 18 re- 
vivals to see 294 saved, 123 sanctified, 100 receive the 
Holy Ghost, 70 baptized in water, and 80 united with the 
Church. 

Perhaps by comparison, we can see the picture clear- 
er: The membership has reached 6,070, which is a net 
increase of 1,460 or about one-third of Ohio’s total

of God message by 1917, probably, at the church 

in Iron Mountain in the Upper Peninsula. Ef- 
ford Haynes, the state overseer, said in 1922 that he had 
not been able to make any contact with anyone there; 
and, apparently, the church had been organized by some 
itinerant preacher and had never really had a start so 
far as knowing what the Church was. The Church of God 
was organized in Detroit,-in 1921, by M. S. Lemons and 
Efford Haynes who held a revival in an independent 
Pentecostal mission. M. P. Cross went there to pastor in 
the fall of 1922. The first building the Church of God 
ever owned in Michigan was completed, in March, 1926, 
and the grand opening was held on March 21, 1926. 
Houston R. Morehead, the present Assistant General 
Overseer, was saved, sanctified, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost in that little building that year. Also, our Y.P.E. 
actually had its earliest beginning in Michigan, under the 
direction of Cross and Morehead. The most thrilling 
thing is seeing the progress that Michigan continues to 
make today. The present membership is 3,054, in 50 
churches with 98 ministers. We have 53 Sunday Schools 
and 46 Y.P.E.’s. Since the 1954 Assembly, 14 new churches 
have been organized and the state has gained 1,032 new 
members. Also, we have gained 16 new Sunday Schools 
and 12 new Y.P.E.’s.

the Almighty has been gracious in meting out His 

blessings upon Indiana. Capable leadership at the 
local church level, along with clear vision and willing 
hands among the laity, accounts, in a large measure, for 
our growth. Together, they have made a consecrated 
following of God’s Spirit. 

Since the General Assembly, we have organized eight 
new works, and we are operating three missions at the 
present time, which we feel will soon become organized 
churches. In four of the new fields we have been able to 
purchase property worth more than $30,000. We are pur- 
chasing property and buildings in two of the mission 
fields. We feel confident that securing permanent prop- 
erty in a new: community as soon as possible makes a 
weighty impression upon the city. 

Our tithe to the State Office has increased from a 
monthly average of $806.20 to $955.64—a gain of $149.44. 
We have enjoyed a net gain in Church membership of 
more than 200 precious people. Our property value has 
increased, approximately, one-quarter of a million dol- 
lars. The fact that building programs are in progress in 
sixteen communities at this writing, speaks well for the 
laboring hands of our brethren. 

The Youth and Sunday School Departments have not 
been idle. Under the leadership of E. M. Abbott, State 
Director, we have grown from 45 to 55 Sunday Schools 
and from 44 to 52 Y.P.E.’s. The monthly attendance of 
the Sunday Schools has increased from 9,478 to 11,708— 
an aggregate gain of 42,370 over the past 19 months. 
The increased attendance of our Y.P.E.’s has been com- 
parable, growing from a monthly average of 5,382 to 
7,130—an aggregate gain of 33,212 in this department 
over the past 19 months.

One-fourth of our churches are in a re- 
vival each month. Kansas ministers, with a vision for 
the lost, nave reached out into neighboring states in 
an all-out evangelistic crusade. The crusade was the re- 
sult of fifty-seven conversions with sixteen uniting with 
the Church. We have conducted six conventions in the 
state for the sole purpose of promoting evangelism. 

The ladies of the state also feel the urge of world- 
wide missions and are sponsoring a program to build a 
memorial in some foreign field along with their full 
schedule of home missions. 

This missions evangelism has even reached the hearts 
of our youth, as we have eight juniors in one local 
church who have raised $157 for the building of a me- 
morial church and supporting a native worker. 

All of the finances of the state are on the increase. 
The evangelistic emphasis along with our financial gain 
have made us realize we are not builders for time alone 
but for eternity. 

Kansas has twenty churches with a membership of six 
hundred. The hard-working pastors, along with the laity, 
have built six new churches and five new parsonages. 
Numerous changes and improvements have been made 
on all properties of the state. 

Youth camp has become a permanency in the Kansas 
church program. Last year, we had an enrollment of 
seventy-five. The youth camp climaxed with a 100 per 
cent acceptance of Christ by all campers. 

Were it not for General Headquarters mission states, 
such as Kansas, could not survive. Their financial as- 
sistance has contributed largely to the success of the 
work in Kansas. Not only are the ministers and laity 
indebted to our forefathers for the heritage left to us but 
to all Church of God ministers and members everywhere 
who have supported us with prayers and finance. We 
shall, to the best of our ability, adhere to the principles 
taught to us, and we will build with a vision for the 
future of the Church.

tral Canada in the city of Windsor. This city is 

just across the river from Detroit, Michigan. The 
first group of believers was organized into a church 
September 22, 1935, under the leadership of Carl A. 
Hughes. This was at 1037 London Street; the group later 
worshipped at 1516 Wyndotte Street and then at 650 
Chatham Street. In 1942, lots were purchased at 3325 
Walker Road, and at that time the present church was 
erected. It has pastor’s living quarters at the rear. Un- 
der the supervision of Brother Glenn C. Pettyjohn, Over- 
seer, 1944-48, another church was organized in Windsor. 
Property was purchased at Dougall and Hannah Streets; 
this property was later sold and the members were trans- 
ferred to the Walker Road Church. Garland R. Walker 
is the present pastor. 

In the spring of 1946, Brother Pettyjohn organized.a 
church at Parkhill with nine members. He also secured 
the property where they now worship. The present pastor 
is Edward Corner. 

A third church was organized at Tottenham by Brother 
Pettyjohn. The members are worshiping in a rented 
building, but last year they purchased lots on the main 
street in town with the intent of building soon. Richard 
H. Wise is the present pastor. 

The church at London was organized by Darrell Lind- 
say, Overseer, 1948-52, in the fall of 1951. Property was 
secured for the provincial parsonage and a place of 
meeting for the local congregation at 413 Horton Street. 
Under the supervision of Brother William Sullivan, over- 
seer, 1952-55, this property was sold and a new provin- 
cial parsonage was purchased. Lots were bought, and a 
local church building was begun. Under the supervision 
of the present overseer, Brother George W. Ayers, March, 
1955, the basement of the new church has been com- 
pleted and the local congregation is worshiping in it. 

In March of 1955, Brother C. Woodbury opened a mis- 
sion in Claremont. During a recent revival there were 17 
converted, and we are expecting to organize at an early 
date. 

At the present, in Central Canada, there is a total of

crease of the Sunday Schools and Y.P.E.’s is the em- 
phasis put upon the district work with increased re- 
sponsibility put upon the district director. 

The Church of God Sunday School at Grand Avenue 
in St. Louis has focused national attention upon the 
State Sunday School program by being the first Missouri 
Sunday School to appear in the National Big Ten. To 
their lasting credit, they have appeared in the Big Ten 
five times since the 1954 Assembly. This, along with their 
winning of fourth place in Group A in the Church-wide 
Sunday School contest in the fall of 1955, has caused our 
Sunday School workers to become more aware of the 
great value of Sunday School work. 

In the summer of 1955, a new State Office building, 
housing offices for the state overseer, the state youth 
director and the state secretary, was constructed. It is a 
sturdy frame building valued at $3,000. 

At the 1956 State Prayer Conference, the Church of 
God in Missouri took another great step forward in its 
work for God; a thirty-acre campground, located four 
miles west of Leadwood on State Highway 8, was pur- 
chased. The interest in the campground was so high 
that well over three thousand dollars in cash and pledges 
was raised at the prayer conference to help pay for the 
ground and the future construction of a tabernacle. A 
well has already been dug, and plans are being made for 
a permanent restaurant and refreshmént stand, rest 
rooms and shower stalls to be constructed in time for 
this year’s camp meeting. Hopes are high that a new 
tabernacle, 80 x 120 feet, will be ready for camp meeting 
in 1957. 

The above progress has not come about because of the 
efforts of any particular individual, but it has come 
about through the efforts of many of God’s people who 
yielded and dedicated themselves unselfishly to the work 
of God. As we notice the feeble efforts of man in his 
own strength and realize the great power of God, we 
can not help but feel, as Paul did, that it is “God who 
giveth the increase.”

membership in August, 1952. Our Sunday School at- 
tendance each week averages 8,986 now, which is an in- 
crease Of 3,333 each week as enjoyed in 1952. The Y.P.E. 
attendance in 1952 averaged 3,395 each week but 4,979 
in 1956. 

Today, Ohio has 103 churches. Thirty of them have 
been organized since August, 1952. We now have 120 
Sunday Schools. Since the inauguration of the Branch 
Sunday School program, Ohio has seen 15 of our 44 
branches organized into established churches. We now 
have 92 Y.P.E.’s. 

Ohio has 76 church buildings, 24 of which have been 
built or purchased since we came to this state, at a cost 
of $565,100, which does not include our West Dayton 
church where Pastor R. Huff and brethren are building 
at a cost of approximately $100,000. There are 39 par- 
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sonages in the state, 16 of which have been built or 
purchased since August, 1952, at a cost of $166,700. 

Our L.W.W.B.’s have done an outstanding work in 
furnishing the parsonages and assisting the pastors and 
churches with L.W.W.B. funds. Each year for the past 
three years the annual total increase has been, approxi- 
mately, $10,000 more than the previous year. Already 
for nine months the amount is $44,579, which is more 
than for the twelve months last year. 

In 1953 we had the state’s first youth camp with 215 
in attendance. The following year, the attendance rose 
to 260. Last year, with the camp’s capacity crowd of 285, 
there were 55 saved, 28 baptized with the Holy Ghost, 48 
baptized in water, and 32 added to the Church. 

This past year has brought the investments of Ohio’s 
young people into a mission field (Indonesia), amount- 
ing to over $5,000, which provided the means of sending 
the first Church of God missionary to the 80 million 
people there. Ohio youth have, within the past year, 
raised $10,000 to purchase their own youth camp site. 
Mission-minded as Ohio’s youth are, they have also raised 
over $4,000 to erect a Bible School administration building 
in Haiti. 

The Ohio camp meetings and ministers’ meetings and 
Bible and prayer conferences have been outstanding, 
marvelously filled with the blessings of God. The unity, 
cooperation, and spirit of fellowship is most blessed. I 
deeply appreciate the great Church of God in Ohio. 

Yet, there remains a great task here. With 8 cities 
with a population of over 25,000; 33 cities with a popula- 
tion of 10,000 to 25,000; 47 cities with a population of 
5,000 to 100,000; 52 villages with a population of 3,000 
to 5,000 (14 altogether); plus hundreds of smaller com- 
munities without Church of God services, Ohio remains 
an outstanding challenge to every God-called minister 
in the Church of God who is not working full-time in 
the ministry. God is calling. Who will go? Will you?
